ing. Students maintain that this course occupies a position of per- 
haps disproportionate importance in the fourth year course. They 
argue that much of the work in which instruction is given is quite 
useless to a large number of the men that are forced lo attend the 
camp and that time which might otherwise prove of value is practic- 
ally wasted. It has been suggested that part of the work at the 
camp might be made voluntary. 

A very large number of the students in the civil course go in 
for structural work after graduation and along structural lines 
scarcely any practical work of any kind is given. Many a man 
graduates in civil engineering with so little practical experience 
along the lines of building construction as to scarcely know the dif- 
ference between the two ends of a concrete mixer. 

It is in no way the part of the Daily to try and lay down the 
law in a matter of this kind. It does, however, fall wilhin the 
scope of the Editor to make suggestions with regard lo subjects of wjjf 1 *- * 
interest to the undergraduates. We would, therefore, like to suggest 
that, if the students feel they have any reasonable ground for com- 
plaint with regard to survey camp, they should voice these com- 
plaints, either at a meeting of the undergraduate sociely or through 
the columns of the Daily.
